Esq.,  of  Keir,  my  yiephew,  ivho  as  my  heir  at  law  (!)  shall  also  have  right  to  the 
Baronetcy  held  hy  me.'  [The  said]  heir  '  to  hear  use  and  retain  surname  of  Maxivell, 
as  last  or  only  surname,  and  the  arms  and  designation  of  Maxivell  of  PollocJc.'  Keir 
and  Pollock  never  to  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The  deed  is  one  of  the 
longest  and  most  involved  I  ever  toiled  through,  and  contains  many  provisions 
and  burdens  the  estate  to  an  extent  quite  incompatible  with  the  maintenance  of 
the  1718  entail.

(a)  Sir  J.  Balfour  Paul,  Lyon,  writes,  8  April  1901,  "  Mr.  Maitland  Thomson, 
the  Curator  of  the  Historical  Department,  has  just  shewn  me  the  original  warrant 
by  William  III  for  a  patent  of  Baronetcy  to  be  made  out  in  favour  of  John 
Anstruther,  the  younger,  of  Anstruther,  and  his  heirs  male  for  ever.  The  warrant  is 
dated  at  Kensington,  6  Jan.  1700.  The  patent  has  never  been  put  on  record  in 
the  Eegister  of  the  Great  Seal.  It  is  curious  how  neither  Milne,  in  his  List  of 
Baronets,  nor  Nisbet,  in  his  Heraldry,  have  got  hold  of  this  title,  though  they  both 
wrote  shortly  after  the  date  mentioned."  From  the  number  of  Knights  in  this 
family,  the  father  of  the  1st  Baronet  being  one  of  five  brothers  who  were

He  m.  thirdly  (contract  15  June  1702)  Barbara,  1st  da.  of 
Andrew  Pringlk,  of  Clifton,  co.  Roxburgh.  He  d.  20  July,  1720,  having,  19  Nov.

The  last 
and  most  valuable  of  his  many  works  (one  which  displays  considerabh! 
research  and  acumen  (and  which  was  published  when  he  was  nearly  80 
years  old),  is  the  Baroniii  Anylica,  or  Acronut  of  the  Baronies  in  fee,  2  vols., 
4to,  Piipon  (1844).  He  was  also  autlior  of  a  Dorinant  and  Kxtivct  Boronoye 
of  KnyJiiud,  4  vols,  4to  (IS07-09  and  I8I<7),  and  of  many  other  genealogical 
works.

After  a  long  and  active*  life  of  literary  labour,  inter8j»ersed  with  vehement 
vituperation  against  his  fellow  genealogists  and  coTujdaints  against 
(tovernment,  he  died  in  ]»oor  circumstances  at  Greenwich,  30  Sep.  1854,  in 
his  90th  year,  having  previously  l)een  an  inmate  of  Tancred's  Almshouses 
in  Yorkshire.  It  is  stated  that  "  when  the  documents  on  which 
Humj)hrys  founded  liis  claims  [to  be  Earl  of  Stirling]  were  discovered  to 
be  forgeries,  Banks  ceased  to  make  use  of  his  own  title,  but  in  his  obituary 
notice  lie  is  styled  a  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Knight  of  the  Holy  Order  of 
St.  John  of  JerusaJem.'\^)  Anyhow,  on  his  death,  30  Sep.  1854,  the 
asmunption  of  this  Baronetcy  ceased.
